Anu if thefe firft Impreffions of Love happen to be 
improy'd by a Conyerfation of Wit, Honour, and 
Good Humour, Reafon is fo far from leifning fuch 
a Paffion, that it joyns with it, and adds Force to 
it,bygi ving it a lafting that 15,2 Rational! Foundation, 

For ir is the bus’nefs of Reafon only, ro direct our 
P:ffions in the choice of what is pleafanr, or pain- 
tul, and not to fupprefs them, when they are in full 
Enjoyment of what is charming to the Soul.

=~ Dinburgh the 15. On the 13th, our Fleet go® 

5 fight of the French near the Buchances, and 

Sir George Bing made his utmoft Endeavour 
ro go and engage them, but to no purpole, and the 
next Morning continud to have fight of the French 
and followed them as clofe as he coud, bur they be- 
ing light Frigots, about 4 in the Aftérgoon got out 
of Sight. Sir Georgé then feeing there was no hopes 
of coming up with them, anchor'd oif the Ruchanees, 
and the next day return’d back to the Firth of Forth, 
in order to fecure that Port from any infult, as alfo 
the Ciry and Caftle of Edinburgh, 

In the mean time we have taken the Salisbury, a 
Man of War of 52 Guns, which had been raken 
from us laft Year: There was on board her the Lord 
Griffin, who is Groom of the Sroo] to the Pretender, 
befides [everal French, Irith, and Scotch Lords and 
Officers,with 5 Companies of the Regiment of Bern, 
whh about 40 Men of the Regiment of Obrian.And 
we hear that my Lord Griffin being Ourlaw’d, it 
will go hard with him. 

Edenburgh the17th: On the 13th arrived here 22 
Carrs, laden with Powder and Ball fron’ Berwick, 
which we wanted very much, there being very little 
in our Caftle ; part of which is ordeted for Sterling 
and Blacknels Cattle, which are now better provi- 
ded then we were. Yefterday a Proclamation was 
Publifh'd, appointing all the Foreign Specie thar was 
cry’d down here to pafs again, by reafon, the People 
who were frighted at the Apprehenfion of a Detcent 
from France, call’d their Money out of our Bank, be- 
fore they could have Re-Coyned Money to re pay 
them in Britifh Money, fo that now they pay them in 
their own Coyn. 

Edenburghthe 18th. This Day an Exprefs arriv’d 
from the Magiftratesof Aberdeen, giving an Account; 
that on Monday laft at Night, they fawa Fleer Eaft- 
ward of that Place, but could uot fee what they 
were: In the mean time Sir George Bing lies in the 
Road of Leyth, which People {peak differently of, 
as they are affected ; but his Orders not being known 
we ought not to he furptiz'd atit, The Earl of Sea- 
fort, and the Vifcount of Kilfyth had Centuries pur 
upon them ; bur fince, the Earl of Leven has taken 
their Parole of Honour. The Duke of Othol, the 
Marguils of Huntly, the Earl of Marthal, and the 
Farl of Errol are fent for. Several Perfons have 
been Landed from the Enemies Fleer, and on Tuef- 
day a Proclamation was Publified for the Apprehen- 
ding of them, and in particular James Ogilvie, for 
which Apprehenfion 300 /. Sterling are promifed to a- 
ny that thall rakehim, 

The Prifoners that were taken in the Salisbury are 
to be brought from Scotland, And we hear that 
30000 Piftoles and iscof in Plate have been 
found inthe faidShip.The 10 Batalions of BritifbTroops 
which have been Imbarqu’d at Oftend, to be tran- 
{ported into Great Britain, ‘tis faid will be landed 
at Tinmouth, and at the fame time Orders are fent 
ro the Troops in this Kingdom to march North- 
ward. They write from Lisbon that the Portuguei¢e 
have by a Stratagem furprized and plundered Mora- 
on, where they gota Great Booty.
